SUBJECT: “PREHISTORIC PAINTINGS OF 
EUROPE AND THE SAHARA” 


Almost one hundred deep underground caves in 
France and Spain have been discovered which con- 
tain paintings made by prehistoric men more than 
20,000 years ago. These masterpieces will never see 
the light of day for to remove them would be to 
destroy them. Their present inaccessibility insures 
their preservation, but for how long? Roads are now 
being laid to the entrances, car parks and electric 
lights are being installed and throngs of visitors are 
clamoring to get in. Eventually the paintings will 
fade and perhaps even disappear. This fact has be- 
come Mr. Mazonowicz’ obsession. 


For the past twenty years he, an English free- 
lance artist, has devoted himself to making scientific- 
ally accurate, full-size copies of the most famous of 
the cave paintings. He has specialized in serigraphy, 
and since 1959 has utilized this silk screen process 
in developing his technique of copying the art of pre- 
historic man. His work is finding a world-wide mar- 
ket, and traveling exhibitions of his copies have been 
sponsored by the Smithsonian Institution and by the 
Arts Council of Great Britain. At present, they are 
circulating in these countries. 


Mr. Mazonowicz will illustrate his talk with color 
slides together with a selection of his full-size copies. 
From the comfort of Morrison Auditorium, mem- 
bers will visit the painted sites of France, Spain, and 
even more exciting — the Tassili Plateau in Central 
Sahara.

On OCTOBER 2, two distinguished 
native Californians were elected to the Board of 
Trustees of the Academy. They are: Christian 
deGuigne III who is Chairman of the Board of the 
Stauffer Chemical Company in San Francisco.

long been contributing his time and talents to a

GQ remuart AQUARIUM’S newest star comes 
all the way from New Zealand as a gift from that 
government to the people of San Francisco. It is a 
tuatara, an iguanalike creature, which is the sole 
living representative of a group of once widely dis- 
tributed reptiles. They are now found only on small 
islands off the coasts of New Zealand and are indeed 
rarities. The dinosaur-in-miniature was presented to 
the Aquarium on October 9 by the Honorable Robert 
Muldoon, Minister of Finance of New Zealand, and 
the Honorable John G. Hale, Consul General of 
New Zealand in San Francisco. 


Scientifically the animal is named Sphenodon 
punctatus. It is dark olive-green with small yellowish 
specks on the sides and yellow spines along the back. 
It has a distinguishing pineal body which once led 
examiners to believe to be the traces of a third eye. 
However, it is suspected that it is really a heat re- 
ceptor gauge which could regulate the temperature 
and activity of the animal.

MEET THE STAFF 


LAURENCE C. BINFORD, newly appointed As- 
sistant Curator in the Department of Ornithology 
and Mammalogy, was born in Chicago and educated 
in nearby Glencoe and Winnetka schools. He re- 
ceived his Bachelor of Science degree from the Uni- 
versity of Michigan at Ann Arbor and almost im- 
mediately became a member of the U.S. Army. 


His military service of two years was spent for 
the most part in Fort Riley, Kansas. In 1959 he 
began graduate work at Louisiana State University, 
Baton Rouge. While there, he was both a graduate 
teaching assistant and research assistant, and in con- 
nection with his doctoral dissertation spent approxi- 


mately one year in the state of Oaxaca, Mexico and 
two months in Tabasco. In 1965 he accepted a one 
year appointment on the faculty of the Department 
of Zoology at LSU. 

The results of all this labor culminated in August 
1968 when he received his Ph.D. and produced “A 
Preliminary Survey of the Avifauna of the Mexican 
State of Oaxaca”. 

His professional societies include the American 
Ornithologists’ Union, Cooper Ornithological Society, 
Society of Sigma XI and Wilson Ornithological 
Society. 

Much as the postman taking a walk on his day 
off, Dr. Binford is an avid birder (an occupation 
which began when he was four years old. What’s 
more, he started keeping records on his avian friends 
at six!). He enjoys sports during off hours, particu- 
larly golf and badminton.
